00 8 Arnold Horribly Man- 
gled Near the Stock Yards. 


TWO FAMILIES MOURNED HIM 


Double Identification Which Carried 
Double Grief With It Until the 
Mistake Was Corrected. 


At 7:20 a. m. an old man walking along the 
stock yard switch of the Wabash Railroad 
at Hall street was struck by engine 202 of 
the Wabash system and mutilated horri- 
bly. He died ten minutes later in the dry 
sheds of the Knapp-Stout Lumber Company. 

An hour later the families of Arnold Strod- 
jost, 71 years old, Twentieth and Farrar 


81, of 1520 Destreman street, were mourning 
them as dead. Some time after this the 
latter apo eee was proven correct. 


The 8 which w was witnessed by H. 
W. Schlingman, of 3420 North Fourteenth 
street, an employe of the lumber company, 
was sickening. The see was walking 
painfully along the tfack, leaning heavily 
ona cane, when the f struck him from 
behind. Just before, the engineer had 
caught sight ot him and shouting out a 
warning had vainly tried to stop his engine, 
but the heavy train of stock cars pushed it 
on. 
There was a horrible grinding and when 
Schlingman rushed to help the engineer 
drag the body from beneath ‘the wheels, he 
had at first to turn away. The unfortunate 
man was placed upon the floor of the him- 
ber shed and an ambulance summoned. 
He breathed his last before the corveyance 
arrived and the body was removed to the 
Morgue. The left foot had been completely 
severed at the ankle, the member remain- 
ing in the shoe. The entire left side of the 
body and the Jeft side of the face had been 
crushed and angled Mr. Schlingman be- 
lieves the man’s foot caught in the switch, 
3 ae was 3 to escape.

Shortly after Strodjost’s family receſved 
news of the tragedy, a policeman notified. 
Mrs. Arnold that her husband had been 
run over and killed and his body was re- 
moved to the Morgue. The yictim of the 
accident had been identified by others than 
Sahlingman as Barney Arnold. Mrs. Nut to 
and her husband immediately went to the 
Morgue. They too recognized the body. 

The correct name of the deceased was 
Commodore Barney Oldwine. He was 
born 81 years ago at Hagerstown, Md. In 
childhood he was adopted by a man named 
Arnold, and accordingly took that. name. 
For forty years he was a pilot on the Mis- , 
sissippi River, when pilots made small for- 
tunes and lived in affluence. He retired 
eighteen years ago. He was probably the 
oldest retired river pilot in St. Louis, and 
was well known among river men and 
veterans of the late war. He served fifteen 
months in Farragut’s fleet on various ves- 
sels, seeing active service. Sickness over- 
took him after his retirement, and he finally 
applied for a pension. At that time he was 
earning a small salary, and on that ground 
the pension was refused. Until a few years 
ago he was reduced to the necessity ot 
driving hogs for butchers from the Stock 
Yards to the slaughter houses. At length 
he grew too feeble even for that. Still he

shown June 30, 1894, a large portion of which 
was caused by the deficit of $197,768.46 for 
the fiscal year ended June 30, 18%. After 
taking into consideration the market value 
of stocks and bonds in the Treasury, the 
company had practically no floating debt 
on June 30, 1895.

The recogni- 
tion by the business men that a monop- 
oly of bridge and terminal facilities is 
fatal to the welfafe of commerce and 
that a free bridge is a necessity is a great 
point gained. 

How this free bridge is to be secured, 
whether it is to be built by the city or 
by private capital under safe guarantees 
of freedom from monopolistic control, and 
manipulation, is a matter to be decided 
after the most careful deliberation. The 
ability and enterprise of St. Louis busi- 
mess men can be trusted to devise ways 
and means when once they have deter- 
mined to secure a free bridge. 

The essential thing to be gained is an 
effective guarantee of permanent free- 
dom. When that is assured under a 
feasible plan the men in charge of the 
project may depend upon the hearty sup- 
port of the community. 


CHICAGO’S FIGHTING PARSONS. 


Some of the preachers of Chicago are 
“all wrought up” about Cuba's wrongs. 
They are counseling American interfer- 
ence “even though it should involve the 
United States in a war with Spain.”

SURPLUS IN SIGHT. 


Treasury Officials Say It Will Reach 
$3,000,000 in September. 


Special to The Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 25.—A Treas- 
ury surplus is in sight. For the first time 
in two years, under normal cormiitions, the 
receipts of the Government will this month 


exceed the expenditures. The indications 
now are that the surplus for the month of 
September will amount to about $2,500,000 to 


This favorable showing is a source of 
much satisfaction to the officers of the 
Treasury Department, who believe that 
the turning point has now been reached 
and that the new tariff law will henceforth 
prove its efficiency in raising enough rev- 
enues to meet the expenses of the Govern- 
ment. Unfavorable trade conditions have 
hitherto delayed the accomplishment of this 
object, and the Wilson law has not until 
now brought into the Treasury the full 
amount that was expected of it. Now that 
business is improving, trade once more get- 
ting brisk, and commerce again beginning 
to assume normal proportions, the Treasury, 
the nation’s pulse, feels the accelerated ac- 
tion through all the arteries of trade and 
instead of showing a deficit begins to accu- 
mulate a Surplus. 

Treasury officials believe that from this 
time forward the present law will bring 
enough money into the Treasury to not only 
pay the legitimate expenses of the Gov- 
ernment, but to wipe out gradually the de- 
ficit that has grown during the last two 
years. If these expectations shall be real- 
ized the fact will have an important bearing 
upon the future course of the Government 
with regard to its plan for the retirement 
of the Treasury notes. 


THE NORTHERN PACIFIC. 


Speculation on the Resignation of the 
Receivers. 

TACOMA, Wash., Sept. 25.—Great interest 
is taken in Tacoma in the resignation of 
the Northern Pacific receivers, The action 
is regarded by the well informed as the 
first of a series of shrewd moves by which 
the receivers and their counsel expect to 
have settled the question of whom the re 
ceivers shall report to and take their orders 
from. It is considered likely that one of 
two things will happen—first, that the res- 
ignations will not be accepted and the re- 
ceivers will be directed by the- Milwaukee 
court to proceed with the administration 
of their trust and continue to report to 
Judge Jenkins, in which event they might 
refuse to recognize the right, or at least 
the propriety, of Judge Hanford’s court to 
interfere. This would practically narrow 
the contest to differences of judgment be- 
tween co-ordinate branches of the Federal 
judiciary. 

There is little doubt, however, but the re- 
ceivers and their counsel will ap r before 
Judge Hanford en Oct. 2 in compliance with 
his order. 

Secondly, it is considered probable that 
if the resignations are accepted, or while 
under advisement, an arrangement will be 
made between the Judges of the Seventh, 
Eighth and Ninth Cireuits whereby Judges 
Jenkins, Caldwell and Hamford, respective- 
ly, will each appoint one receiver. 


A SQUIRREL WITOH. 


She Lounged Ragged in Central Park, 
but Could Hypnotize.
